Rathbone's Story. 


Havana, Jan. 1C.—When the trial ot 


the charges growing out of the Cuban 
postofflce frauds was resumed here, 
Bstes G- Rathbone, pay director of the 
posts of Cuba, was examined on the 
matter of having paid for furnishing 
his official residence in El Cerro, Ha- 
vana, from the postal accounts. Rath- 
bone said that he believed that such 
bills should be so charged, that all 
vouchers for furnishing this official 
residence were indorsed, and that all 
the furnishing were accounted for and 
afterward returned to the government. 
He said the salary of his coachman 
was paid from the postal funds, and 
that "when ex-Postmaster 
General 


Smith came to Havana he rode in 
Rathbone's carriage, and that at 
Smith's suggestion he (Rathbone) 
bought a uniform for his coachman 
from the postal funds. 
The govern- 


ment has disallowed these accounts, 
charging them against Rathbone. 


Schley Resolution. 


Jackson, Miss., Jan. 16. — Both 


houses of the legislature unanimously 
adopted a resolution declaring Rear 
Admiral Schley to be the rightful hero 
of the battle off Santiago, "and enti- 
tiled to the unfailing gratitude of his 
country." The resolution indorses the 
report of Admiral Dewey in the Schley 
court of inquiry, and condemns the 
majority report of the other members 
constituting the court By the same 
resolution the legislature extends * 
cordial invitation to Admiral Schley 
to visit Jackson and receive "public 
manifestation of the exalted respect, 
confidence and admiration in which 
te is held by people of Mississippi."

sessions of the United Mine Workers' 
convention, district No. 1, resolutions 
were forwarded to the secretary of 
the, national convention of miners 
which will meet in Indianapolis next 
week, requesting that body to send 
notices to all the operators in the 
anthracite region requesting them to 
meet the miaers in joint conference, 
to consider the grievances promul- 
gated by the Hazleton convention. 
The most important of these griev- 
ances relates to an eight-hour day; 
coal to be mined by tbe ton instead of 
the car, and recognition of the miners' 
union.
